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The multi-colored balloon gently ascended from the ground into the crisp autumn 


air. Gripping the edge of the basket, I stood, peering down, eager to embark on my 


latest, once-in-a-lifetime adventure.

RAD was a company formed to teach women how to protect them- 
selves against all forms of attack. Classes took place across the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, and it was endorsed by the International As- 
sociation of Campus Law Enforcement Ad- 
ministrators. 

I was fortunate enough to be a member of 
the first class at UE. Along with about 12 other 
female students, I learned how to fight effec- 
tively, even though the class did not start out 
smoothly. 

Most of us did not know one another, and oe 
the level of awkwardness rose each time we Jeff Chestnut 
learned a new skill. It was particularly diffi- as the “attacker” 
cult when we had to bellow “no” at the top of our lungs. Vocalizing 
was the most important part of training, and our teachers made the 
most passive voices sound tough. 

All our preparation was put to the test in the last session. Re- 
ferred to as the simulation, we had to fight off an attacker by our- 
selves. The attacker was covered in padding so no hits injured him. 
We also wore padding on our heads, elbows, knees and hands. With 
all that equipment, it was easy to realize that this was a no-holds- 
barred combat situation. 

Fighting back was intimidating. It was easy to kick pads and prac- 
tice moves, but actually performing them was different. The situa- 
tions were tense and I, for one, flinched before kicking some ass. 

Our attacker took some serious blows on the evening of our final 
test and was thoroughly worn out and sweaty by the end of the night. 

The confidence and satisfaction was evident on everyone’s face 
after we ended each simulation scenario. Knowing we would actual- 
ly be able to defend ourselves if the situation called for it made 
everyone feel confident. 

“Take [the course],” freshman Kristi Huston said. “You never know 
when you're going to get yourself in trouble.”

The season began with Eugene O’Neill’s “Ah, Wilderness!” which 
produced a dreamlike mood consistent with his original impetus. 

“The Trestle At Pope Lick Creek” opened the May Studio season. 
Directed by senior Hiliary Douglas, it told the 
poignant tale of two depression-era teens, 
fighting to find their way in a fragile world. 

The Shanklin stage came back to life with 
the sounds of God’s creatures as UET offered 
the world premiere of “The Book of the Dun 
Cow.” The narrator guided the audience, 
Chauntecleer the rooster and his brave coop 
of animals into battle against evil. 

Spring semester began with a return to the 
Great Depression in the Tony-award winning adaptation of John Stein- 
beck’s “The Grapes of Wrath,” complete with an impressionistic 
Hudson Super-6, Jew’s harp, square dancing and plenty of dirt to go 
around.

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ith a minute left in the game, 
things seemed hopeless. UE was 
down by a goal and hadn’t 
scored all afternoon against one 
of the toughest goalkeepers the team had 
ever seen. But with 12 seconds left, and the 
season on the line, the Aces pulled it out. 

“Laura Poland has it, she crosses it into 
the box, Krista McKendree is there, she heads 
it — GOOAAL EVANSVILLE!!” 

After the goal, the capacity crowd rose to 
its feet as a wave of excitement engulfed ev- 
eryone. Poland, who had the huge assist in 
regulation, put in another goal for the Aces 
in overtime, and the squad survived. 

This was how the Aces advanced for the 
first time to the NCAA Tournament as they 
defeated Illinois State 2-1 in overtime in the 
MVC Championship. As three-time Missouri 
Valley Conference champions, the moment’s 
only drawback was that the Aces had to share 
the regular season crown with ISU. 

It was also the first time the MVC received 
an automatic bid to the NCAA tournament 
for its champion — and the Aces had it. The 
Aces’ first-round opponent was Northwest- 
ern. In an extremely hard-fought battle, the 
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Aces left everything they had on the field. 
The team played with emotion and intensity 
in front of aloud, standing-room-only crowd 
at Black Beauty Field. But UE fell short, los- 
ing the match 2-1 in overtime. 

But coach Mick Lyon, whose squad fin- 
ished 14-7-2, and 5-1 in the MVC, could not 
have been happier with his team. 

“I told them in the huddle (after the loss 
to Northwestern) that it was an honor to have 
been their coach through all of this,” he said. 
“I was so proud of them.” 

The Aces were led by many talented play- 
ers during the season. Junior forward Jenny 
Lembeck finished the year with 12 goals, five 
assists and 29 points. She had her best game 
against Northern Illinois, when she tied a 
school record by scoring three goals in a 
game. Lembeck also received league honors 
as she was named to the first team all-MVC. 

Senior forward Shelean Roylance tied Lem- 
beck’s record later in the season by scoring 
three goals of her own against Arkansas-Lit- 
tle Rock. She was named to second team all- 
MVC, was a honorable mention scholar-ath- 
lete selection and finished with eight goals, 
two assists and 18 points. 
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Junior Krissy Meek, a two-time MVC Play- 
er of the Year, finished the year with six goals, 
five assists and 17 points. The midfielder had 
two goals in the Aces win over Eastern IIli- 
nois and the game winner against New Mexi- 
co. For the third year she was named to the 
first team all-MVC. 

Sophomore goalkeeper Molly Kearns re- 
corded nine shutouts and allowed only .81 
goals per game. She was named to the con- 
ference’s second team. Senior defender Kari 
Sunderhaus was a first-team all-MVC and a 
scholar-athlete selection. 

Receiving honorable mention notice was 
Poland, a senior midfielder, who was also a 
first-team scholar-athlete selection along with 
senior forward Sandy Jakubczak. 

Freshmen also impacted the Aces’ success. 
Defender McKendree was a first team all-MVC 
selection as well as an all-freshman team 
choice. Joining McKendree on the all-fresh- 
man team was forward Niki Watkins. 

Although the Aces did not advance beyond 
the first round of the NCAA tournament, they 
had an unbelieveable season — one that will 
be looked back upon with pride. It definitely 
will not be forgotten. &

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_ s the men’s soccer team returned 
10 seniors to the 1998 squad, a 
successful season seemed inev- 
Se itable. But everyone’s expecta- 
tions may have been too much for the play- 
ers to handle. What was supposed to be a 
storybook season turned into a nightmare. 

Ending the season with a dismal 6-14 
record and 2-5 in the MVC, the team seemed 
lacking in talent. But this was not the case. 
The team’s inconsistency led to its worst sea- 
son since 1993, when the Aces finished 6- 
13-2. 

Despite its seventh place finish in the con- 
ference, the Aces out-shot all of its opponents 
284-241. In 20 contests, the Aces tallied only 
26 goals. Eleven of the losses were by one 
goal. 

“We had no goal scorer,” coach Fred 
Schmalz said. “The inability to score goals 
was what cost us several games this season.” 

The Aces also struggled to keep players 
healthy, especially during a key stretch that 
included six games against Missouri Valley 
Conference opponents. 

“It was difficult to gather any momentum 
when there were anywhere from two to six 
players out of the lineup,” Schmalz said. 

Senior leadership was essential as the team 
played a rigorous schedule. The Aces played 
seven teams that were ranked in the Nation- 
al Soccer Coaches Association of America Top 
25 at some point in the season. 

“We would be kidding ourselves by play- 
ing easier teams,” Schmalz said. “As a team,

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we wanted to compete at the highest level 
possible, and also, our fans wanted to see 
the top teams.” 

At the top of the list was IU. The Hoosiers 
entered the matchup with a No. 2 national 
ranking, adding suspense to the game that 
was played in front of a capacity crowd at 
Black Beauty Field. 

The Aces trailed late in the contest. With 
exactly one second left on the clock, junior 
midfielder Steve Nugent pounded home a 
shot to send the game into over- 
time. The Hoosiers capitalized on 
a defensive slip-up to win the 
game. 

After the loss to the Hoosiers, 
the Aces won only two of their 
eight remaining contests. The 
team that won the conference 
championship in 1996 and placed 
fifth in 1997 was not a contender 
in 1998. The season also marked 
the first Valley tournament UE did 
not qualify for in its five years in 
the league. 

“It was very sad to see the se- 
niors finish their final season this 
way,” Schmalz said. “We had a 
great group of seniors who 
worked extremely hard through- 
out their careers, and to not be 
rewarded really hurt.” 

Although the season did not 
meet expectations, it did include 
some high points. Senior goal- 
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keeper Chuck Browder, junior defender 
Michael Lue, senior midfielder Pedro Delga- 
do (who was also a MVC scholar-athlete se- 
lection) and senior midfielder Scott Bragg 
were named to the all-MVC second team. 

Honorable mention went to senior Corey 
Kessler, and freshman forward Matt Harrell 
was named to the all-MVC newcomer team. 

Joining Delgado on the scholar-athlete 
team were senior midfielder Matt Filing and 
junior midfielder Dustin Ottesen.

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heir expectations were high. 
Their goals lofty. They worked 
hard, dreamed big. The inexpe- 
rienced and the veterans came 
together, and even though they didn’t win it 
all, the Aces had their best season since 1981. 
Finishing the season 19-14 and 8-10 in MVC 
play, the Aces were outstanding. 

It was a history-making season, too. Coach 
Mark Hardaway’s 12-woman squad was the 
first ever to reach the MVC tournament. Al- 
though the Aces were knocked off in the first 
round by their nemesis Southern Illinois, they 
had made it to the show. 

Everyone agreed they had played one hel- 
lava season. During regular season play, it 
seemed that conquering long-time rival SIU 
was an impossible task. With this team it was 
more than possible, it was doable. 

Early in the season, Hardaway told his 
team that, "Southern Illinois has three big 
guns, if we can stop two of the three, we will 
win.” 

Although SIU beat the Aces 3-1 in their 
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second meeting of the season, UE spanked 
the Salukis 3-1 in September at the Saluki 
Invitational. It was the first time the Aces had 
ever beaten SIU. 

Winning the Saluki Invitational was defi- 
nitely a highlight of the season. 

“Tt was a great win for us,” Hardaway said. 
“We'd played them close and competitive in 
the past, but this time we were in control of 
the match the whole time.” 

Although the Aces were unjustly denied 
any MVC first team athletic honors, a num- 
ber of players did make their way into the 
record book this season. 

Sophomore outside hitter Julie Groves was 
named to the honorable mention team and 
was a first-team scholar-athlete selection. She 
was the MVC dig leader with 558, averaging 
4.29 per game. She also finished second in 
the conference in aces with 44, averaging .34 
per game. 

Sophomore middle hitter Jessica Kiefer, 
who was a second team honoree, made her 
mark in the MVC as well. She finished third 
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in blocks with 164, averaging 1.29 per game, 
and eighth in hits with 1,033, averaging .294 
per game. 

Senior captain setter Betsy Knott, also a 
honorable mention recipient, became the 
Aces all-time assist leader with 5,067. She fin- 
ished third in the conference with 1,549 as- 
sists, an average of 12.01 per game. 

Freshman Samantha Butler, who was 
named to the MVC’s all-newcomer team, fin- 
ished fifth in the conference in digs with 422, 
averaging 3.32 per game, and fifth in aces 
with 42, averaging .32. 

But the Aces’ success was based on more 
than just these four players’ contributions. 
It truly was a team effort. All of the players 
created intensity on the court and had a huge 
impact on the season. 

“We played as a team more than any of 
the past Aces volleyball teams,” Hardaway 
said. 

Since the squad is young it has just start- 
ed to show its potential. What does this 
mean? Next year could be awesome.

4 agement. An announcer did not 
enthusiastically call out their times as they 
crossed the finish line. And there no give- 
aways or T-shirts thrown to those in atten- 
dance. 

But the lack of these things did not damp- 
en spirits or force participants to give up. 
Cross country runners endured, and that was 
part of the challenge. 

Being a runner was more than just run- 
ning. Training was ongoing, and each runner 
had to be dedicated to self-improvement. 
Training was intense, but it left each runner 
with a sense of readiness. Running was a job 
well-done, and many times it was mind over 
muscle. 

Running was always mentally exhausting. 
No matter how in shape runners might have 
been, their bodies were normally physically 
capable of performing. 

The mental factor was crucial to a runner’s 
success. When participating in a meet, run- 
ners only had themselves to rely upon. Even 
though during a meet runners received en- 


couragement from an occasional teammate 
who passed them, the goal could only be 
reached by individual effort. 

“When running, the team was the motiva- 
tor, but you had to do it,” sophomore Katie 
Peters said. 

An individual’s mental awareness was key 
to a good performance, but the team’s over- 
all success was important, too. Although run- 
ners ran for their individual times, those 
times affected the team as a whole. 

Although both teams finished last overall 
in the Missouri Valley Conference, they had 
respectable finishes in October at the Indi- 
ana Intercollegiate Meet. The women placed 
18th out of 27 teams and the men placed 16th 
out of 26 teams. 

Six of the men’s runners posted top 8K 
individual times for the season at the meet. 
Sophomore Robert Culbertson clocked in at 
25:22, good enough for the top individual 
time of the season for the men’s team. 

Junior Jeremy Aydt finished the 8K meet 
at 25:46 (the team’s second best time for the 
season), freshman Jeremy Farmer at 26:29 
(third), sophomore Chris Marion at 28:02 
(fifth), junior Andrew Freson at 28:55 (sev- 
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enth) and junior Nick Martin at 29:56 (eighth). 

The Southern Illinois Invitational provid- 
ed a chance for five of the women and one of 
the men to run their best. Freshman Jennifer 
Fish had a 5K season best at 19:30, the top 
time of the season for women’s runners. 

Junior Lacey Smith posted a 20:08 (the 
team’s third best 5K time for the season); 
sophomore Kim Ellis a 20:27 (fourth); soph- 
omore Audrey Betz (fifth) a 20:44 and soph- 
omore Elise Denu (sixth) a 20:47. For the 
men’s team, junior Mark Barrett (fourth) fin- 
ished the 8K with a 26:40. 

The Bradley Invitational provided junior 
Amber Miller (second) with her best 5K time 
at 19:39, and freshman Melanie Bloemer (sev- 
enth) posted a 20:58. Men’s runner Jeremy 
Heinold (sixth) crossed the 8K line with a

Chosen in preseason to finish ninth, the 
Aces led the MVC throughout most of the 
season and shocked the competition along 
the way. The team was atop the Missouri Val- 
ley Conference from game one. But at the end 
of the regular season, they hit a losing streak 
that left them in fourth place. 

The team, although disappointed with slip- 
ping out of first, was still excited to have fin- 
ished five spots higher than predicted. They 
also were thrilled to have accomplished their 
goal: making it to the MVC tournament. It was 
the team's first since joining the league. 

It was off to Des Moines, Iowa, where the 
Aces looked to rebound from a disappoint- 
ing end to regular-season play. The team 
opened the tournament against Wichita State, 
and made quick work of the Shockers by win- 
ning 64-43. 

Then UE faced a tougher challenger in reg- 
ular-season champion Southwest Missouri 
State. The Bears were nationally ranked and 
boasted the MVC Player of the Year.

The Aces did more than that. The game 
was tight the entire way, but in the end UE 
wanted it and came away with the 59-55 win. 

In the championship game, the Aces faced 
Creighton, which was playing its best basket- 
ball of the season. 

The game was everything it should have 
been and more. It went into overtime, and 
with UE up by three, Creighton got a three- 
point shot off at the buzzer. It didn't fall, 
and the Aces were the MVC champions. 

Automatically, the Aces qualified to go to 
the Big Dance. 

“We’re in, baby,” coach Kathi Bennett said 
before the NCAA tournament. “We’re danc- 
ing and we are excited.” 

They drew Louisiana State, one of two 
teams that had beaten powerhouse Tennes- 
see (who would eventually fall to Duke in the 
second round) during the regular season. The 
two met on LSU’s home court — the Marav- 
ich Assembly Center in Baton Rouge, La. 

The Tigers would prove too much for the 
Aces, who ended their dream season losing 
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78-69. But the team played hard, and Ben 
nett was proud of her team. 

“I felt like we fought like crazy and I don’ 
think we have anything to hold our head:

The team was a youthful one. Bennett, whe 
was named the MVC Coach of the Year, go 
great contributions from sophomores Alisor 
Langham and Andi Speer and newcomer:

“It was 10 times more fun this year, 
Krause said. “It was the pinnacle to it all.” 

The Aces heard the music and stepped 01 
the dance floor. And they couldn't wait t 
put their dancin' shoes back on. @ 
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f you were a person who liked 
to gamble, you probably 
wouldn't have put your money 
on UE. No one could have imag- 
ined the Aces winning the Missouri Valley 
Conference regular season, finishing runner- 
up in the league tournament and gaining a 
berth into the NCAA tournament. 

All these things happened, and it was due 
to the well-rounded performance of each 
member of the squad, especially one. 

Senior guard Marcus Wilson was called on 
to be team leader, and the responsibility 
seemed to motivate him as he became only 
the second player in school history to finish 
his career with more than 2,000 points (2,053) 
while being named MVC Player of the Year. 

Wilson finished his collegiate career by 
scoring 34 points, which tied his career high, 
against Kansas in the first round of the NCAA 
tournament in New Orleans. 

“We had seen some clips of him earlier and 
we knew how good he was, but we really 
found out how good of a shooter he was in 
person,” Kansas guard Jeff Boesche said. 

Coach Jim Crews, who was named the MVC 
-oach of the Year, wanted Wilson to go out 
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on top. Wilson proved that hard work does 
pay off as he finished his career on top. 

It was a season full of memories. Besides 
making the NCAA tournament, the Aces de- 
feated rival Southwest Missouri State 68-65 
in overtime to win the MVC regular-season 
championship by two games. 

In that contest, the Aces were up by one 
point with 13 seconds remaining when se- 
nior forward Curt Begle drew a charge. Fol- 
lowing a timeout, Wilson was fouled and bur- 
ied two free throws to ice the game. 

The Aces faced Wichita State in the first 
round of the MVC tournament. The 79-71 win 
over the Shockers ended a four-year winless 
streak for UE in the tournament. 

“We had never won a game in the tourna- 
ment so we wanted to come out here, not 
just the No. 1 seed, but to win,” Wilson said. 
“We had enough reasons to want to win.” 

The Aces went on to play Bradley in the 
second round and won a squeaker 64-63. 
They had won their way to the chamionship 
game and were pitted against Creighton. The 
Aces played their game in the first half, but 
the Bluejays ruled the roost in the second 
and came away with the 70-61 win.

Because of the loss, the Aces had to wait 
for an NCAA at-large bid. When the announce- 
ment came, UE was in, making its first tour- 
nament appearance since the 1993 season. 

The Aces entered the game as the much- 
touted underdog. UE was up by as many as 
11 points early in the game, but the Jayhawks 
were too much for the Aces. When it all was 
over, the Aces' season ended as they fell to 
the Jayhawks 95-74. 

In addition to his other outstanding ac- 
complishments, Wilson led the team in scor- 
ing (20.7 ppg) and rebounds while finishing 
first in the league in free-throw percentage 
(89.9) and second in scoring (20.2 ppg). 

Begle received the MVC's Sixth Man Award, 
presented to the league's top reserve player. 
Sophomore guard Jeremy Stanton, who fin- 
ished first in the MVC in assists, was named 
to the All-Defensive Team, while freshman 
guard Adam Seitz was named to the All- 
Freshman squad. Sophomore forward Craig 
Snow, who finished second in team scoring, 
received honorable mention. 

The Aces finished 23-10 and 13-5 in MVC 
action. Not bad for a team no one was willing

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t turned out to be a season for 
the record books, but with only 
two seniors and two juniors re- 
turning from last season, the 
Aces knew that experience would not be 
something they could rely on as they started 
practice for the 1999 campaign. 

UE was coming off a season where it had 
tied the school record for wins with 34, and 
expectations were higher than ever to eclipse 
this mark. They didn't need to worry. What 
the Aces lacked in experience, they made up 
for in talent as UE went on to set a school 
record for wins with 46. 

To go along with the 46 wins, the Aces had 
their best start in school history. By the time 
the Aces went into Missouri Valley Confer- 
ance play they had an impressive 31-8 record. 
ncluded in these 31 victories were the Aces 
wins at five tournaments, including the Bama 
3ash, hosted by Alabama; the Bulldog Clas- 
sic, hosted by Georgia State; and the Aces' 
ywn tournament. 

Inexperience didn't seem to bother the 
\ces as the team and individual players cre- 
ited some impressive season statistics be- 
ore finishing the season 46-20. 
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The team finished first in the conference 
in batting with an impressive .288 average 
and they finished second in pitching with an 
overall ERA of 1.50. 

Without a doubt, senior pitcher Mattie 
Ross did more for the Aces than anyone could 
have imagined and she was a powerhouse 
both offensively and defensively. 

She finished the season in the MVC's 
eighth spot with a .345 batting average, which 
included 60 hits, two home runs and 21 RBIs. 
Even with her offensive success, Ross excelled 
the most in her pitching. She finished with a 
20-11 record and an unthinkable ERA of 1.25. 
Her accomplishments did not go unrecog- 
nized as she was named to the conference's 
All-Tournament team and earned second 
team all-MVC honors. 

Pitching was truly the Aces strong suit. Be- 
sides Ross, her sister, sophomore pitcher 
Maggie Ross, and sophomore pitcher Lissa 
Conn made for a great two and three pitch- 
ing combination in the Aces' rotation. 

The younger Ross finished her season with 
a 10-5 record and a team-leading 1.13 ERA, 
while Conn was 16-4 and had a 2.16 ERA.

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Sive, sophomore catcher Jessica Huff was a 
big — and pleasant — surprise this season. 
Huff led the squad in almost all the major 
statistical categories and her MVC statistics 
were impressive as well. She finished fourth 
in the conference with a .370 batting average 
and a .630 slugging percentage; first in hits 
with 74; second in home runs with 12; and 
first in RBIs with 53. Huff was the only UE 
player to earn first team all-MVC honors. 

Junior first baseman Kristy Crain also had 
an excellent season. She earned second team 
all-MVC honors and was third on the team in 
batting with a .345 average and second in 
slugging percentage (.549) and home runs (5). 
She also finished second in the conference 
in doubles with 21, third in hits with 71 and 
fourth in RBIs with 36. 

Junior shortstop Lisa Roberts led the 
league in runs with 43 and was second in sto- 
len bases with 19. 

Although the Aces did not perform as well 
as they would have liked against tough MVC 
opponents, the season was one for the record 
books. And with 12 players returning next 
season, do not be surprised to see the sea- 
son win total of 46 broken. @

for the Aces ended in controver- 

sy, all of it based on a single, 

senseless pitch. That pitch ad- 
versely affected the lives of two players and 
resulted in harsh words being exchanged over 
and over again between many of those in- 
volved. 

With only three seniors returning for the 
season, pre-season expectations were not that 
high. But the Aces ended the season with a 
respectable 32-25-1 record, and along the way 
got great contributions from many different 
players, both veterans and newscomers, as 
they went on to finish fourth in the MVC with 
a 17-13 league record. 

But it was the incident on April 23 that 
put a different spin on the season. 

The Aces were preparing to play the first 
of a four-game series against Missouri Valley 
Conference power Wichita State. It was an im- 
portant series for both teams, especially the 
Aces as they trailed the Shockers in the MVC 
by two games. Before the home plate umpire 
could yell “play ball,” the game was overshad- 
owed by a questionable pitch by Shockers 
junior pitcher Ben Christensen.

As both teams were warming up, Chris- 


tensen intentionally threw at Aces junior 
catcher Anthony Molina what was called by 
WSU coaches as a brush-back pitch. Stand- 
ing at least 25 feet from the pitcher's mound, 
the pitch hit Molina in the forehead above 
his left eye as he stood outside the batter's 
box. 

Christensen believed Molina was trying to 
time his pitches, but Molina wasn't even look- 
ing at the Shockers’ wunderkind. Many spec- 
ulate that if Molina had not looked up when 
he did, the pitch might have killed him. 

Molina suffered severe damage to his left 
eye, but worst of all his baseball career may 
have come to an end. Only time would tell 
whether he would have the opportunity to 
play competitive baseball again. 

Christensen was suspended by the MVC 
and the NCAA for the rest of the season, but 
he was ultimately selected by the Chicago 
Cubs in the first round of Major League Base- 
ball's amateur draft. 

After the incident, the Aces continued with 
their season, finishing with its best confer- 
ence record since joining the MVC. 

Although clouded by the incident, there 
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were some highlights. Junior third basemai 
Ryan Connors led the way for the Aces wit] 
a .349 batting average, which included eigh 
home runs, 46 RBIs and 83 hits. He also fin 
ished third in the conference in stolen base 
with 26 and was a honorable mention selec 
tion along with sophomore shortstop We 
Carroll and junior first baseman Phil Bros 
hears, who was also named to the first-tear 
scholar-athlete team for the second year.
